HJme, the State's expenses are as low 
aa can be expected. He asserts that it 
is to the county and municipal govern- 
ments we must look lor the reduction 
of expenses and relief from the burden 
of taxation. The report of tho Con- 
troller shows for the year 1881 the State 
-tax on all property (not including the 
net proceeds of mines) was iu round 
numbers $255,000, while the county tax 
amounts to $675,000. 
For the year 


1832 the same authority shows that the 
State's portion of last year's taxes were 
ia the proportion of nine to thirty-one 
of the amount of taxes received. The 
Oovernor argues against the deinonitiz- 
atiou ol silver, fearing that Congress is 
liable to legislate against the mining in- 
dustry.

AM EFFICIENT OFFICES. 


State ' Controller Hallock submitted 


his report to the Governor and to the 
Legislature on.the 3d inst. This is far 
in advance of the usual time required, 
but Mr. Hallook and his efficient Deputy 
worked about fifteen hours a day and 
kept even with the counties in their re- 
turns to the State. While wo are speak- 
ing of this mattery Bays the Atwtin Bev- 
eille, it would not be out of place to re- 
fer to Mr. Hallock's record aa a public 
officer. He has proven himself a clear- 
headed,.honest and fearless official, and 
one who studies well the State's inter- 
ests. He has been a vigilant guardian 
of the Treasury, and no man can nope 
to get an illegal bill audited. Hia well- 
thumbed law books attest the fact that 
he wants to know the legal status of 
every bill presented. AS an illustration 
of his way of doing things the following 
will suffice. Id had been customary to 
give the President pro tern, of the Sen- 
ate and the Speaker of the Assembly 
$125 extra each session. Two years 
Mr. Hallook vetoed this bill because the 
Constitution provides that the pay of no 
official can be lowered nor increased 
during his term of office, and the Su- 
preme Court sustained him. This leak 
on the State Treasury was thus effectu- 
ally stopped. The people of Nevada 
aid well in keeping Mr. Hallook in the 
Controller's office. 


A LOW INTEBBST HATE. 


While San Francisco and ths business 


centers East are glutted with capital 
.seeking investment at merely nominal 
percentage, says the Eureka Sentinel, 
here in Nevada to borrow money, in 
many instances, is almost equivalent to 
going into bankruptcy.

money enough that can be brought into 
the country for investment. The amount 
of real property in this State, the value 
of which is not subject to great and sud- 
den depreciation in values, is very 
small. Perhaps a larger per cent, of 
the property of the State is personalty 
than in any other section of the country. 
Under the lows, at present, personal 
property is no security except accom- 
panied by delivery of possession; and a 
mortgage of it, without delivery of pos- 
session, is void as against third parties. 
In numerous instances parties that have 
personal property of considerable value 
are compelled to pay exorbitant rates of 
interest, because the possession of the 
personal property is necessary for the 
continuance of their business, or sacri- 
fice their property and withdrawal from 
business on account of having no ac- 
ceptable security upon which to raise 
the money at a rate of interest which 
their business can afford. In almost 
every State in the Union chattel mort- 
gages are authorized by law, requiting 
them to be acknowledged and recorded 
in a manner similar to that of mortgages 
of real property, and upon them a large 
amount of money has been loaned at 
reasonable rates, usually in small sums. 
Money so borrowed is almost invariably 
sought for by persons iu trade or busi- 
ness, and finds its way once into circu- 
lation, and aids materially in relieving- 
ing those who are most oppressed by a 
stringent money market. At this time 
when the necessity of a low rate of in- 
terest is most apparent, is not the sub- 
ject of a chattel mortgage law worthy of 
the Consideration of our legislators' We 
think so; and we expect some member 
of the Legislature, who appreciates the 
condition of things referred to, to give it 
his attention. 


THE DBUMMEB LAW. 


Although the provisions of the statu- 


tory law was considered good at the 
time of the passage of the Act, we ven- 
ture the assertion, says the Carson Tri- 
bune, that there is not a city or town in 
Nevada wherS the people would not rise 
en masse to demand its repeal, or at 
least amendment. To the small towns 
the law works a great injury, for the 
drummer is proverbially generous; their 
custom at hotels, saloons and livery 
stables being more remunerative than 
that of any other class of men. 


It has cost the several counties much 


money in trials for the infraction of the 
ridiculous law, and but few cases of con- 
viction have occurred, moreover, the 
law is evaded in every conceivable way, 
whereas if the drummer was permitted 
to have his way as before the passage of 
the Act, he would leave dollars in the 
State where he now leaves cents, and 
far more benefit 
would inure to the 


State than compelling him to pay a li- 
cense iu every town where he may ply 
hfs business. 


We hope the law may be repealed and 


if our legislatois have consulted their 
constituents on the matter it certainly 
will be, for from all parts of the State 
we have heard the desire expressed. 
Dry goads meu>want its repeal; saloon 
keepers desire it, and in fact every class 
of business men are m favor of it.
